OFEICIAL CONEIRMATION FROM MOSCOW ABOUT THE DESIGNATION OF 
FADEYEV TO ENTER INTO NEGOTIATIONS WITH THE EC, HE BELIEVED THE 
REPORTS TO BE ACURATE. EC COMMISSION SOURCES INEORM US THEY 

HAVE NO INEORMATION ON THE MATTER, BUT AWAIT A REPORT FROM 
THORN. WE WOULD APPRECIATE RECEIVING ANY INFORMATION EMBASSY
